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There is nothing more creditable to , our 
American civilisation than the large number 
of rich and public Bpijrited men that it has 
produced who have given of their means with 
more than princely generosity to aid the cause 
of education. Instead of consuming their 
wealth upon their lusts, or leaving it to heirs 
to squander it in riotous living, they used it 
to establish and endow colleges and univer- 
sities. Some of them toiled and economized 
all their lives with this object in view. They 
might have taken their earni; they might have 
made life a perpetual feast ; but they prefer- 
red to work like slaves and hoard their earn- 
ings with miser care for this express purpose. 
This was the goal of all their hopes and aspi- 
rations. One of this class said ; "I cannot 
make a speech in public ; I cannot cut any 
figure on the platform ; but I can make mon- 
ey for God, and I mean to do it." 

It may interest some to know what a few 
rich men have done for this cause. John 
Hopkins gave $(,148,000 to the university 
which he founded. His gifts for l>cnevolent 
purposes amounted to $8,000,000. Judge 
Packer gave $3,<X>0,000 to Lehigh Univer- 
sity. Cornelius Vanderbilt gave $1,000,0<X) 
to Vanderbilt University. Stephen G-irard 
gave $8,000,0(X) to Girard College. John C. 
Green and his residuary legates gave $1 .500,- 
0»K) to Princeton College. EzraConicIl gave 
$1,000,000 to Cornel] I Diversity. Isaac Rich 
bequeathed the greater part of his estate, which 
was appraised at $1,70(1,(100, to Boston Uni- 
versity. On account of the great tire and 
shrinkage in values, and other unfortunate 
circui lists i ices, the university will realize less- 
than $700,000 from this magnificent bequest. 
Amasa Stone gave $600,000 to Adelbert col- 
lege by direct gift and by bequest. W. W. 
Corcoran gave $170,000 to Columbian Uni- 
versity in money and land. Benjamin Bonn 
gave real estate worth $500,000 to Harvard 
University. Samuel WiHiston, William J. 
"Walker, and Samuel A. Hitchcock gave be- 
tween $100,000 and $200,000 each to Am- 
herst College. Stephen Whitmer Phoenix 
gave the bulk of his property, amounting to 
about $050,000, to Columbia College. John 
B. Trevor gave $170,000 to Rochester Theo- 
logical Seminary. Matthew Vassal- gave 
$800,000 to Vassar College. Gardner Colby 
gave $170,000 to Col by University, and $100,- 
000 to Newton Theological Seminary. J. B. 
Colgate gave $300,000 to Madison Univer- 
sity. tJeorge J. Seney gave $410,000 to 
Wesley an I'm varsity. The Cmzer family 
gave $300,000 to Crozer Theological Semi- 
nary. It would be easy to add to this list did 
space permit. There are hundreds of men 
and women whose splendid gifts entitle them 
to be held in everlasting remembrance, Such 
gifts are so common now that they are ex- 
pected. If a rich man should live and die 
withont doing something for the cause of ed- 
ucation he would become at once the subject 
of adverse criticism. 

One rich and generous patron is sufficient 
to put any school on the high road to perma- 
nent prosperity. His gifts will inspire others 
with confidence and will excite them to follow 
his example. Thus when Ezra Cornell gave 
$l,000,<HXt from his own purse to the univer- 
sity that bears his honored name, he was soon 
followed by Henry W. Sage, who gave $3<X>,- 
(XMJ, and by Hiram Sibley, whose gifts 
amounted to $85,0<XI, and by Mrs. Jennie 
McGraw-Piske, who willed an estate valued 
at $1,(NX>,000 to the same institution, and by 
many others with smaller amounts. The di- 
viite law holds good with respect to colleges 
as well as individuals : "-To him that hath 
it shidl be given, and he shall have abund- 
ance ; but from him that hath not shall lie ta- 
ken away even that which he hath." While 
it is true that "nothing succeeds like success," 
it is equally true that "the destruction of the 
poor is their poverty." Wealth attracts 
wealth* Let a dozen men give gifts ranging 
from $.50,000 to $5O0,(XR) to our colleges, and 
in less than ten years every rich man in the 
brotherhood will be glad to contribute his 
means to carry on our educational work. Men 
of wealth must lead off in this work ; then 
others will follow as naturally and surely as 
the night follows day. This is the only prac- 
tical method' of endowing^ our institutions of 
learning. Let men of capital initiate the move- 
ment and success is assured. 

There is no nobler work than to endow a 
college and make it a Tree of Life to all sub- 
sequent ages. There is no work more patri- 
otic or more philanthropic than this. No one 
can compute the amount of good that a sin- 

Jle rich man may do in this way. He may 
d a work that will not be inferior to that 
done by prophet or apostle of the Lamb. His 
work is for all time. Its good results will 
survive When the sun is old and the stars ore 
odd. Generations yet' unborn will rise up 
and call him blessed. To be a man hke John 
Hopkins, or J udge Packer, or W, W. Corco- 
ran, or Matthew Vassar, or Gardner Colby 


is greater than to be a king. The work of 
these men will remain when thrones shall have 
crumbled to dust. When the names of rich 
fools sltall either rot in oblivion or be remem- 
bered only to be abhored, their names shall 
shine as the brightness of the firmament, and 
as the stars forever and ever. The monuments 
that will perpetuate their names are more dur- 
able than bronze or marble. The colleges 
which they founded and fostered will lie like 
trees planted by rival of water, whose leaves 
are always green and whose fruit never fails.

Any Work for Me. 

Yes, there Is plenty of work for you— who- 
ever you are.

Dealing 
justly is as truly a religious act as warning 
sinners from the wrath to come. A man is 
doing God's work when he is doing that 
which pleases God. 

A man is doing the Lord's work when he 
is faithful to his employer — does a fair day's 
work; when he takes proper care of his health; 
when he governs his temper; when he is 
careful to speak the exact truth ; when he is 
courteous to strangers and lends a helping 
hand to the needy ; when he returns good for 
evil : when he leads such an upright, benev- 
olent, God honoring life that men take knowl- 
edge that he has beun with Jesus. Religion 
does not consist solely in reading the Bible, 
praying, attending church and laboring tor 
the conversion of men. These are important 
duties, but they do not include the whole duty 
God's will has reference to every act of our 
lives. 


TV Washington Monument. 
At the rate of progress made last year the 
shaft will be completed hy December, 1886, 
says a JVashington correspondent. It will 
then have reached the height of 555 feet. 
What a place for the American Eagle to roost, 
on! Kighty seven feet higher than the spire 
of the Cathedral at Strasburg; forty-four feet 
added to the cathedral at Cologne; St. Peter's 
a) Rome "*een" and 107 feet "gone better"; 
while that miserable little pretension of a Mil- 
an cathedral with its 355 feet from the pave- 
ment to the top of the Madonna's head. is ab- 
solutely nowhere in this race toward the sky. 
Cheops and King Shafra, sainted mumies, at 
one time resting underneath their clumsy old 
pyramids, would, if they hand not been rude- 
ly disturbed by some of the Madiera tribe?, 
burst their bonds with envy, and turn in their 
graves with disgust at the thought that bar- 
barians in a distant land built higher than 
they did. That architectural* 'extravaganza," 
the Cologne cathedral, with its pinnacles, of 
what earthly use are its tapering, prickly look- 
ing spires? Can anybody sit with comfort 
on top of them? Just contrast them with 
the Washington monument ? At the height 
of 500 feet the American eagle will be able to 
squat with perfect ease and dignified security 
on 2225 square feet. Plenty of i-ooin there 
for his brood of thirty eight and ample accom- 
modations for any increase in the family — no 
doubt about that. What a satisfaction it 
must be to him to know that he sits on a chim- 
ney weighing more than 75,000 tons, and cost- 
ing $800,000.
